Mr.  Chairman,  Councillor  Musgrave  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  first  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Borough  during 
1957. 


I  took  up  my  appointment  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Heatlh 
in  September  of  that  year,  and  I  would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the 
work  of  Dr.  Mitchell,  who'  acted  as  your  Medical  Officer  in  the 
interim  period  after  the  death  of  Dr.  Holderness,  and  who  has  given 
me  great  assistance  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year. 

There  was  a  natural  increase  in  population  of  just  over  100, 
but  thanks  to  new  development  in  the  area,  the  total  estimated 
increase  in  population  is  540.  Owing  to  this  increase  in  population 
there  was  a  fall  in  the  birth  rate,  despite  the  fact  that  there  were 
a  few  more  births  than  during  last  year.  There  was  an  appreciable 
increase  in  the  number  of  deaths,  most  of  which  was  attributable 
to  the  death  of  more  elderly  ladies.  Almost  all  the  increase  occurred 
at  ages  over  75  years.  I  am  sometimes  asked  why,  in  a  health 
report,  so  much  attention  is  given  to  deaths.  The  object  of  our 
health  services  is  to  delay  death  as  long  as  possible,  and  conse¬ 
quently  the  statistics  of  deaths  measure  our  success.  It  is  note¬ 
worthy  that  in  1957  the  average  age  at  death  of  females  was  71 
years,  while  that  of  males  was  just  under  65  years.  The  fact  that 
women  are  living  longer  than  men  affects  our  policy  with  regard 
to  housing  and  to  social  services  for  the  elderly.  Another  point 
which  arises  is  the  fact  that  58  men  died  during  what  is  normally 
accepted  as  their  ‘‘working  life,”  that  is  between  15  and  65  years, 
17  of  these  died  from  coronary  disease,  8  from  bronchitis  and  5 
from  lung  cancer.  In  the  past  public  health  has  interested  itself 
particularly  with  infectious  disease,  with  the  result  that  these 
are  now  only  rarely  causes  of  death,  but  in  the  future  we  must 
transfer  our  interest  to  preventing  these  diseases,  which  cause 
the  death  of  the  breadwinner  in  what  should  be  the  prime  of  his  life. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  heavy  smoking  is  associated  with  lung*  cancer 
and  bronchitis,  but  so  is  atmospheric  pollution,  and  it  is  to  this 
latter  state  that,  armed  with  the  powers  given  us  by  the  Clean  Air 
Act,  we  must  turn  our  attenion.  The  first  task  must  be  to  measure 
the  extent  of  this  pollution,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  we  will  be 
able  to  establish  instruments  for  this  purpose  soon. 
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I  have  attached  as  an  appendix  to  the  report  an  account  of 
the  work  done  by  the  personal  health  services  of  the  County 
Council  within  the  Division.  Much  of  the  work  done  by  Home 
Nurses  and  Home  Helps  is  aimed  at  keeping  elderly  sick  people 
out  of  hospital,  and  it  has  been  very  effective  in  this  sphere.  I  must 
also  refer  to  the  development  of  the  scheme  for  the  protection  of 
children  against  paralytic  poliomyelitis  which  has  gone  on  slowly 
but  steadily  throughout  the  year. 

In  closing  my  introduction,  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks 
to  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department,  especially  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Foster,  whose  report  on  the  Sanitary  Cir¬ 
cumstances  and  Environmental  Health  Services  is  included  in  this 
report,  for  their  great  assistance  to  me  since  my  appointment,  and 
to  the  other  chief  officers  of  the  Corporation  for  their  ready  co^ 
operation.  Finally,  I  would  like  to  express  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman, 
and  to  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee  my  sincere  thanks 
for  your  interest  and  support  in  all  the  work  of  the  Department.

VITAL  STATISTICS 

There  were  500  live  births  (245  male  and  255  female)  to 
mothers  normall}^  resident  in  the  Borough,  during  the  year,  which 
was  almost  the  same  number  as  last  year.  482  of  these  were  legiti¬ 
mate,  and  18  illegitimate  equivalent  to  an  illegitimate  birth  rate 
of  3.6%. 

In  addition  there  were  9  stillbirths,  one  of  which  was  illegiti¬ 
mate  compared  with  only  4  last  year. 

Despite  the  very  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  births 
there  has  been  a  fall  in  the  birth  rate  because  of  the  increased 
population  of  the  Borough.  The  rate  this  year  is  15.6  per  thousand 
of  the  population,  and  even  after  adjustment  for  comparative  pur¬ 
poses,  this  is  below  the  national  rate  of  16.1.  The  stillbirth  rate  is 
17.7  per  thousand  total  (live  and  still)  births  which  is  well  below 
the  figure  for  England  and  Wales,  which  was  itself  a  record  low 
rate  at  22.5. 

391  residents  (180  male  and  211  female)  died  during  the  year, 
compared  with  367  last  year.  In  consequence  the  death  rate  rose 
from  11.7  to  12.2  per  thousand  of  the  population.  It  is,  however, 
worthy  of  note  that  the  increase  in  deaths  was  entirely  in  the  older 
age  groups,  almost  half  the  female  deaths  occurring  at  ages  over 
75  years.  Pleart  disease  was  responsible  for  twice  as  many  deaths 
as  any  other  cause,  cancers  of  all  sites  were  the  second  major 
cause  of  death,  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system,  haemor¬ 
rhage  and  clot  on  the  brain  were  the  next  most  important. 

11  infants  died  before  reaching  their  first  birthday,  9  boys 
and  2  girls,  8  of  these  died  within  their  first  month,  6  of  them  as 
a  result  of  prematurity.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  22  per 
thousand  live  births  which  compares  favourably  with  the  national 
rate.  The  perinatal  mortality  rate,  that  is  the  proportion  of  infants 
stillborn,  or  dying  within  their  first  week,  was  ^.5  per  thousand 
total  (live  and  still)  births  which  is  well  below  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  as  a  result  of  pregnancy  or 
childbirth.

Hospital  Services 

General  hospital  services  are  available  together  with  special 
services  at  Leeds  General  Infirmary. 

Geriatric  cases  are  admitted  to  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  Bradford, 
or  St.  James’s  Hospital,  Leeds,  in  the  first  instance. 

Maternity  services  are  available  at  the  general  practitioner 
maternity  unit  at  Four  Gables,  Clarence  Road,  Horsforth,  and  for 
special  or  complicated  cases  at  the  Leeds  Maternity  Hospital,  or  St. 
Luke’s  Hospital,  Bradford.  Flying  squad  services  are  available 
from  Leeds  Maternity  Hospital. 

Infectious  diseases  requiring  hospital  treatment  are  admitted 
mainly  to  Leeds  Road  Hospital,  Bradford.  A  few  cases  are  admitted 
to  Seacroft  Hospital,  Leeds. 

National  Assist2uice  Act,  1948 — Section  47 

No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year  under  this  section, 
which  together  with  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act, 
1957,  provides  for  application  to  the  courts  for  the  removal  of  per¬ 
sons  suffering  from  grave  chronic  illness,  or  being  aged,  infirm  or 
physically  handicapped  and  living  in  insanitary  conditions,  and  who 
are  not  able  to  devote  to  themselves,  or  receiving  from  other 
persons  proper  care  and  attention,  to  a  hospital  or  other  suitable 
accommodation. 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


There  was  an  extensive,  but  fortunately  mild,  epidemic  of 
measles  lasting  from  January  to  June,  but  apart  from  this  the 
borough  was  almost  free  from  notifiable  infectious  disease  during 
the  year.  Uncomplicated  influenza  is  not  notifiable  to  the  Local 
Authority,  but  information  from  general  practitioners,  schools,  and 
the  Ministry  of  Pensions  and  National  Insurance  gave  a  good  idea 
of  the  prevalence  in  the  Borough  of  the  influenza  epidemic  which 
affected  the  whole  country.  At  the  end  of  August  the  sickness  rate 
was  a  little  above  the  average,  but  by  the  middle  of  September  it 
had  almost  doubled  and  at  the  end  of  the  month  w^as  over  five  times 
the  usual  for  the  time  of  the  year.  Almost  all  of  this  rise  was  due 
to  influenza  and  the  outbreak  continued  untid  mid-November. 
Fortunately  there  were  only  two  deaths  directly  attributable  to 
the  disease,  and  the  second  wave  expected  at  the  end  of  the  year 
did  not  occur. 

Measles 

After  a  year  completely  free  from  notified  cases  of  measles 
an  outbreak  commenced  during  January,  reaching  a  peak  in  March 
and  dying  out,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  sporadic  cases,  in  June. 
In  all  637  cases  were  notified..  There  were  few  severe  complica¬ 
tions  and  no  deaths  occurred. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Only  6  mild  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the 
year  compared  with  16  in  1956. 

Whooping  Cough 

4  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  during  the  year,  all 
but  one  being  in  children  under  school  age.  There  had  been  48 
cases  in  the  previous  year.  Whooping  cough  vaccine  is  available 
for  young  children,  and  has  reduced  the  incidence  of  the  disease, 
and  more  particularly  the  severity  of  an  attack.  Details  of  the 
applicaiton  of  the  scheme  in  the  Division  are  given  in  the  appendix. 

Polioinyelitis 

Two  quite  separate  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during 
the  year.  The  first  was  a  non-paralytic  form  occurring  in  a  child, 
but  the  second  was  in  an  adult,  and  was  a  severe  paralytic  case. 
Fortunately  quite  a  good  degree  of  recovery  resulted  from  treat¬ 
ment.  Both  cases  were  admitted  initially  to  Seacroft  Hospital, 
Leeds. 

The  scheme  for  the  protection  of  children  born  between  1947 
and  1954  against  paralytic  poliomyelitis  was  continued  during  the 
year.  Unfortunately  supplies  of  the  vaccine  were  very  limited,  and 
there  were  still  large  numbers  of  children  awaiting  inoculation  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 
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Diphtheria 

Once  again  there  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  in  the  Borough. 
The  freedom  from  this  infection  is  mainly  due  to  the  high  propor¬ 
tion  of  children  who  have  been  immunised  against  it.  Jf  this 
proportion  is  allowed  to  fall  there  will  be  a  risk  of  cases  occurring. 
Details  of  the  scheme  for  immunisation  are  given  in  the  appendix 
to  the  report. 

Food  poisoning 

3  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year.  Two 
of  these  were  in  one  family,  but  the  other  was  quite  unconnected. 
In  neither  case  was  the  cause  of  the  illness  definitely  identifed. 

TiAerculosis 

21  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were  notified  and 
3  cases  of  non- respiratory  disease.  In  addition  12  other  respiratory 
cases  were  brought  to  my  knowledge  on  moving  into  the  district 
after  diagnosis.  One  death  occurred  from  this  cause  during  the  year. 

Cases  of  tuberculosis  are  referred  to  the  Chest  Physician  at 
St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  Bradford,  and  are  visited  by  a  Health  Visitor 
for  contact  tracing  and  follow-up. 

The  Mass  Radiograph}?^  Unit  visited  the  Borough  in  Novem¬ 
ber.  1,579  persons  were  x-rayed  of  whom  32  were  found  to  have 
demonstrable  conditions  including  1/active  and  12  quiescent  cases 
of  tuberculosis.

SECTION  IV 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  for  the  Borougii  is  obtained  from  the  City 
of  Bradford  Waterworks  Department. 

There  are  two  supplies  of  water  to  the  Borough  of  Pudsey 
from  Bradford,  one  to  Calverley  and  the  other  to  Pudsey  proper. 
The  water  going  to  Calverley  is  from  the  low  level  w^orks — -Barden 
Aqueduct — from  here  it  is  passed  to  the  Gilstead  slow  sand  filter, 
from  where  it  is  passed  to*  the  Heaton  service  reservoir  and  a 
branch  is  taken  off  at  Shipley  to  supply  Calverley,  before  it  joins 
the  Heaton  service  reservoir ;  that  is  to  say,  the  water  from  Calver¬ 
ley  is  slow  sand  hltered  at  the  Gilstead  filter.  The  Pudsey  supply 
proper  is  taken  from  the  intermediate  level  waterworks  which  are 
the  Angram  and  Scarr  House  reservoirs,  which  are  impounding 
reservoirs  on  the  River  Nidd.  From  here  it  is  taken  to  Chellow 
Heights  where  it  is  passed  through  rapid  gravity  filters  and  then 
through  slow  sand  filters,  and  then  sent  to  Pudsey  proper.  In  both 
cases  the  water  is  chlorinated  at  the  filtration  works. 

<  The  public  water  supply  for  the  area  has  been  satisfactory 
both  in  quality  and  quantity,  and  the  supply  of  the  whole  of  the 
Borough  is  constant.  11,823  houses  are  supplied  direct  from  the 
Town’s  mains  to  a  population  of  32,000  (approx.).  There  is  one 
property  not  on  the  public  supply.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Sewage  is  dealt  with  in  four  portions  : — 

(a)  Houghside  Sewage  Works  consists  of  automatic  and  hand 
raked  screens  with  disintegration  of  screenings,  a  Dort 
Detritor,  rectangular  storm  and  sedimentation  tanks,  cir¬ 
cular  percolating  filters  and  humus  tanks.  Twin-stage 
centrifugal  pumps  return  humus  sludge  to  the  works  inlet 
and  sedimentation  tank  sludge  is  disposed  of  on  drying  beds. 
Milk  of  lime  was  used  as  precipitant  until  July,  1957,  when 
the  scheme  for  the  Recirculation  of  Filter  Effluent  was 
completed.  Since  that  date  lime  precipitation  has  ceased 
to  be  used  and  the  works  has  operated  satisfactorily  under 
the  new  system. 
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The  scheme  included  the  construction  of  a  new  pump  house, 
the  installation  of  3  High-efficiency  centrifugal  pumps 
together  with  the  necessary  automatic  control  gear,  and 
the  laying  of  approximately  300  yards  of  rising  main  for 
the  return  of  a  proportion  of  the  final  effluent  to  the  filter 
feed. 

(b)  Smalewell  Sewage  Works  consists  of  precipitation,  storm 
and  humus  tanks,  with  filtration  by  percolating  and  land 
filters. 

Aluminoferric  is  used  as  a  precipitant  and  sludge  is  dis¬ 
posed  of  on  drying  areas,  aluminium  chlorohydrate  being 
added  as  an  aid  to  de-watering. 

The  use  of  this  latter  chemical  has  further  eased  the  stream 
pollution  problem,  but  work  on  the  preparation  of  the 
scheme  of  extension  is  continuing. 

(c)  Sewage  from  Parsley  and 

(d)  Calverley  is  treated  at  the  Rodley  works  of  the  Reeds  Cor¬ 
poration.

Composition  of  Sewage 

The  sewage  received  at  Houghside  Works  is  mainly  domestic 
in  origin,  but  contains  approximately  30%  of  trade  waste.  The 
sewage  received  at  Smalewell  Works  is  now  virtually  entirely 
domestic,  the  only  factory  of  any  importance  from  this  point  of 
view  having  ceased  to  discharge  any  effluent. 

Strength  Of  Sewage 

The  dry  weather  sewage  at  Houghside  Works  absorbs  more 
than  12  parts  per  100,000  of  oxygen  from  acid  KMn04  in  4  hours 
at  80®F  and  is,  therefore,  classed  as  strong.  The  dry  weather  sewage 
at  Smalewell  Works  is  classed  as  average  to  strong. 

Character  of  Sewage 

The  sewage  at  Houghside  Works  is  very  difficult  from  a 
treatment  point  of  view  in  so  far  as  it  is  highly  colloidal.  In  the 
absence  of  chemical  precipitation  this  necessitates  either  final  treat¬ 
ment  by  straight  filtration  at  very  low  dosage  rates  or  the  use  of 
one  of  the  high  rate  filtration  processes.  The  process  of  Recircula¬ 
tion  of  Filter  Effluent  is  proving  successful. 

The  rising  trade  wastes  which  give  rise  to  this  feature  are 
dischargeds  from  woollen  mills  and  tanneries,  little  difficulty  is  now 
experienced  from  irregular  trade  waste  flushes.

Mr.  Chairman,  JLady  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for 
1957  this  being  my  18th  annual  report. 

In  addition  to  the  normal  duties  associated  with  such  a  depart¬ 
ment  the  Borough  Council  has,  in  the  past,  allocated  several 
extraneous  duties  to  it  and  despite  stall  difficulties  the  work  has 
proceeded  quietly,  efficiently  and  economically. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  have  to  state  that  once  again  we  were 
faced  with  staff  changes  with  the  resultant  shortages  during  the 
year.  In  August  Mr.  R.  Burfield,  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector,  left  the  service  of  the  Corporation  for  a  similar  post 
with  the  Scarborough  Corporation  and  in  September,  Mr.  G.  R, 
Millington,  also  an  additional  public  health  inspector,  left  us  for 
an  appointment  wdth  the  Bacup  Corporation.  Futhermore,  during 
the  year  the  department  lost  the  services  of  Miss  M.  V.  Hodgson 
for  some  lengthy  period  due  to  illness.  This  meant  that  during 
the  last  few  months  of  the  year  the  department  was  left  with  one 
qualified  inspector,  that  is,  myself.  It  was  thus  only  possible  to 
deal  with  the  general  and  the  urgent  matters  of  the  day,  and 
most  of  the  detailed  work  which  had  been  planned  for  the  year 
had  to  be  considerably  curtailed  or  postponed.  The  Committee 
acted  very  promptly  in  attempting  to  fill  these  vacancies  and  in 
fact,  a  considerable  amount  of  money  was  spent  in  placing  adver¬ 
tisements  in  technical  journals.  The  results  accruing  from  those 
advertisements  were,  in  the  main,  unsatisfactory.  As  a  result  I 
was  instructed  by  the  Committee  to  prepare  a  scheme  to  improve 
the  technical  resources  of  the  department.  My  recommendations 
included  the  appointment  of  a  Deputy  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  and  the  appointment  of  an  additional  Public  Health 
Inspector  on  the  recognised  grades  for  such  an  office,  plus  an 
additional  payment  of  £60  per  annum  as  indusrial  weighting,  the 
latter  being  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  National  Joint  Council 
for  Local  Authority  Services.  I  also  proposed  that  Mr.  L.  N.  Dean 
be  regraded  and  promoted  to  the  post  of  Assistant  Public  Health 
Inspector.  In  order  to  fill  the  vacancy  created  by  the  promotion 
of  Mr.  Dean  I  recommended  the  Council  to  appoint  a  senior  clerk 
in  the  department. 

The  Committee  and  the  Borough  Council  approved  my  scheme 
in  principal  but  with  some  modification.  However,  the  only 
appointments  which  could  be  made  before  the  end  of  the  year 
were  the  promotion  to  Assistant  Public  Health  Inspector  of  Mr. 
Dean  and  the  appointment  of  Mrs.  J.  L.  Webster  as  senior  clerk. 
Mrs.  Webster  took  up  her  appointment  in  November. 
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It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  department  was  placed  in  such 
an  unenviable  position  at  this  particular  time  and,  as  already  stated, 
certain  work  had  to  be  postponed,  including  the  slum  clearance 
programme  for  the  year.  Although  individual  inspections  of 
dwellinghouses  continued  it  was  not  possible  to  get  down  to  the 
detailed  work  required  in  the  submission  of  representations  to 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Ivocal  Government. 

During  the  year  new  legislation  affecting  the  department 
appeared  on  the  Statute  Book.  Amongst  the  principal  Acts  were 
the  Clean  Air  Act,  1957,  the  Housing  Act,  1957  and  the  Rent  Act, 
1957.  The  administrative  work  attached  to  the  provisions  of  these 
new  Acts  will  materially  add  to  the  burden  of  work  already  carried 
out  by  the  department  and  wmrk  associated  with  this  new  legisla¬ 
tion  is  likely  to  be  a  major  responsibilit}-  in  the  future. 

I  would  now^  refer  to  the  refuse  collection  and  disposal  ser¬ 
vice  of  the  department  together  with  its  important  ancillary,  the 
collection  and  disposal  of  salvage.  Despite  setbacks  during  the 
year,  I  think  it  can  be  claimed  that  the  department  has  afforded 
the  ratepayers  a  regular  and  adequate  service.  The  average  time 
between  collections  is  61  working'  days.  I  would  draw  vour 
attention  to  the  cost  to  the  ratepayers  of  this  very  important  ser" 
vice.  For  a  ratepayer  with  a  rateable  value  of  £10  the  cost  is  2fd. 
per  week.  For  a  ratepayer  with  a  rateable  value  of  £24  the  cost 
is^  6^d.  per  week.  I  think  it  can  be  agreed  that  a  service  of  this 
kind  is  cheap,  economical  and  good  value  to  the  ratepayer.  I  would 
also  point  out  that  in  the  costing  returns  issued  by  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Focal  Government  last  year,  which  included 
returns  from  all  County  Boroughs  and  Municipal  Boroughs  in  the 
country,  our  costs  in  relation  to  those  returns  were  amongst  the 
lowest  in  the  whole  of  the  country  for  returns  received  from 
Municipal  and  County  Boroughs.  Nevertheless,  due  to  the  increas¬ 
ing  building  programme  in  progress  in  the  Borough  it  will  be 
necessary  in  the  very  near  future  to  increase  the  number  of 
collecting  rounds  from  four  to  five  with  the  provision  of  additional 
staff  for  that  purpose. 

It  is  significant  that  refuse  collection  wmrk  is  not  popular  and 
it  has  proved  to  be  most  difficult  to  attract  the  right  type  of  labour 
for  this  job.  In  a  current  establishment  of  26  men,  14  of  Vvdiom  are 
actually  engaged  on  refuse  collection,  the  total  number  of  men  on 
the  wages  sheet  during  the  year  w^as  50.  As  can  be  seen  by 
the  figures  included  in  this  report,  a  total  of  488  tons  of  waste 
material  was  sold  by  the  department  for  a  total  of  £3,548,  this 
representing  a  handsome  contribution  to  the  relief  of  rates. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  if  all  the  exacting  duties  for  which 
the  department  is  responsible  to  the  Borough  "Council  are  to  be 
carried  out  efficiently  and  successfully  together  with  the  new 
and  onerous  duties  imposed  by  this  legislation,  then  adequate  and 
properly  qualified  staff  must  be  available.  It  w'ould  appear  that 
the  present  remuneration  and  conditions  of  service  of  public  health 
inspectors  is  not  attracting  new  recruits  to  the  profession  and 
it  would  seem  that  better  financial  prospects  exist  in  industry. 
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This  has  caused  an  acute  shortage  of  qualified  men  throughout 
the  country.  Many  authorities  have  adopted  the  paid  pupilage 
system  as  a  means  of  overcoming  this  difficulty  and  it  might  he 
that  in  the  future  it  would  be  a  worthwhile  step  for  this  Corpora¬ 
tion  to  adopt  a  similar  plan. 

During  the  year  Mr.  R.  Burfield  was  successful  in  obtaining 
the  certificate  for  Meat  and  Other  Foods  issued  by  the  Royal 
Society  of  Health.  Mr.  L.  N.  Dean  obtained  the  ordinary  National 
Certificate  in  Building.  I  attended  a  Civil  Defence  course  at  the 
Home  Office  School,  Kasingwold,  where  T  was  successful  in  obtain- 
taining  a  certificate  to  instruct  in  Headquarters  Control  Work. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  give  my  sincere  thanks  to  all 
members  of  my  staff,  and  in  particulars  to  Mr.  L.  N.  Dean  for  the 
unremitting  efforts  put  in  fop  the  benefit  of  public  health  in  the 
Borough.  T  would  aI.so  like  to  thank  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  other  officers  of  the  Cor|X)ration  for  their  help  and  assistance 
at  all  times. 

I  now  refer  to  individual  headings  under  which  w^ork  is  carried 
out  by  the  Department. 

HOUSING 

Due  to  the  magnificent  efforts  of  local  authorities  throughout 
the  country  in  their  house  building  programmes  over  recent  years 
and  to  the  efforts  made  by  this  local  authority  in  particular,  it 
has  been  possible  for  good  progress  to  be  made  in  the  clearance 
of  slum  properties  and  individually  unfit  houses  throughout  the 
country  and  in  this  Borough. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  due  to  shortage  of  staff  it  was  not 
possible  to  prepare  the  1957  programme,  as  envisaged,  for  submis¬ 
sion  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  On  the  other 
hand,  preparations  were  made  early  in  1958  to  proceed  with  that 
programme.  Nevertheless,  the  department  dealt  with  a  total  of 
three  unfit  houses,  the  tenants  of  these  houses  being  offered  suit¬ 
able  alternative  accommodation. 

I  have  been  much  concerned  about  the  apparent  slowness  of 
demolition  procedure  and  the  general  untidiness  of  sites  of  houses 
which  have  been  the  subject  of  action  by  this  authority.  Although 
in  the  first  instance  the  owner  is  responsible  for  the  demolition 
of  his  or  her  property,  he  naturally  gives  the  work  out  to  a  demoli¬ 
tion  contractor  a^d  the  work  of  several  of  these  contractors  has 
been  most  unsatisfactory.  It  would  seem  that  on  several  occasions 
the  contractor  is  prepared  to  extract  from  the  house  all  the  valuable 
materials  and  then  to  leave  the  heap  of  rubble  for  a  long  period  or 
until  such  time  as  he  is  pressed  by  this  authority  to  get  on  with  the 
job.  It  is  the  general  excuse  that  the  disposal  of  rubble  is  a  diffi¬ 
cult  matter  at  the  present  time.  I  have  found  it  necessary,  therefore, 
to  report  the  progress  of  demolition  in  the  Borough  as  a  regular 
routine  and  there  is  little  doubt  that  some  measures  will  have  to  be 
taken  to  ensure  that  demolition  is  completed  and  the  site  ashed 
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over  within  a  reasoiia])le  period.  It  would  appear  that  the  answer 
is  for  the  local  authority  to  excercise  its  powers  doin^  the  work 
in  default  and  charging  the  cost  to  the  owners. 

vSo  far  as  the  Rent  Act,  1957,  is  concerned,  it  is  the  obvious 
intention  (.)f  the  legislators  to  secure  satisfactory  agreement 
between  landlord  and  tenant.  However,  failure  to  secure  such 
agreement  brings  in  the  local  authority.  At  this  stage  I  must 
make  it  quite  clear  that  there  is  no  connection  with  the  Rent  Act, 
1957  and  the  Housing  Act,  1957.  Under  the  Rent  Act  the  local 
authority  must,  when  considering  an  application  for  a  certificate 
of  disrepair  from  the  tenant,  take  into  account  all  the  defects 
which  are  enumerated  by  the  tenant  in  that  application.  It  is 
incorrect,  therefore,  for  the  local  authority’s  officer  to  include 
other  matters  wdiich  are  not  included  in  the  tenant’s  application. 
If  the  local  authority  is  satisfied  that  the  defects  exist  then  they 
must  decide  to  grant  a  certificate  of  disrepair  to  the  tenant  in  respect 
of  the  house.  During  the  year  applications  were  received  from  17 
tenants  and  4  certificates  of  disrepair  issued  by  this  authority  after 
the  failure  of  the  owner  in  each  case  to  give  an  undertaking  to  the 
local  authority  to  do  the  necessary  works.  I  must  add,  however, 
that  the  Rent  Act,  1957  is  likely  to  materially  assist  local  authorities 
in  securing  the  repair  and  reconditioning  of  unfit  homes. 

As  you  are  aware  this  Council  have  agreed  on  a  fifteen  year 
programme  of  slum  clearance  but  outside  that  programme  there 
are  still  many  houses  which  are  capable  of  repair  at  a  reasonable 
cost  or  can  be  made  fit  at  a  reasonable  cost  and  are  at  the  present 
time  in  an  unfit  state.  Furthermore,  there  are  manv  houses  of  a 
back-to-back  type  and  others  of  which  are  short  of  ventilation  and 
modern  amenities  such  as  a  hot  water  supply  and  a  separate  internal 
water  closet  and  bath.  It  is  hoped  that  this  authority  in  common 
with  all  local  authorities  in  the  country  will  take  full  advantage  in 
securing  repairs  and  reconditioning  of  such  types  of  proper!}^  over 
the  next  few  years. 

GENERAL  PUBLIC  HEALTH  DUTIES 

During  the  year  under  review  a  total  of  447  complaints  was 
!  received  and  investigated  by  members  of  the  staff.  The  complaints 
I  varied  in  character  and  covered  a  variety  of  matters.  Only  in  a 
i  few  cases  was  it  necessary  to  proceed  beyond  the  normal  method 
I  of  informal  notification  of  nuisances  to  the  owner  to  obtain  com- 
I  pliance.  In  the  odd  cases  statutory  action  was  necessar^^  and  in  one 
isolated  instance  it  was  found  necessary  for  the  Council  to  issue  a 
summons  and  take  the  necessary  procedure  in  the  local  Court  to 
secure  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Public  Health  Act. 

I 

As  in  the  past  the  nuisance  section  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 

I  1936  was  used  extensively  for  the  carrying  out  of  essential  and 
I  immediate  repairs  to  dwellinghouses.  I  would  point  out  that  it  is 
i  normal  for  a  tenant  or  a  complainant  to  be  asked  if  the  owner  has 
been  notified  of  the  existence  of  the  nuisance  to  which  they  made 
!  complaint  to  the  department. 
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As  previously  reported  nuisance  from  noise  appears  to  be  on 
the  increase.  There  is  little  doubt  that  present  day  legislation  is 
insufficient  to  coyer  this  aspect  of  nuisance  although  I  think  it  is 
accepted  that  certain  types  of  noise  can  have  a  most  serious  effect 
On  the  health  of  the  individuals  and  on  the  general  conditions  of  a 
district.  The  Council  has  limited  powers  under  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act,  1951  for  dealing  with  this 
problem  but  only  in  isolated  instances  could  action  be  taken  for  the 
abatement  of  nuisances  from  noise.  It  is  normally  a  matter  of 
private  nuisance  between  complainant  on  the  one  hand  and  the 
person  responsible  for  the  noise  on  the  other. 

T  have  been  somewhat  disturbed  at  the  increase  in  the  practice 
of  opening  up  drains  for  clearance  purposes  without  notification  to 
this  authority.  This  is  done  in  cases  by  the  individual  householder 
and  in  some  cases  even  by  a  builder.  It  is  a  very  dangerous  practice 
because  in  many  instances  where  the  department  has  been  called 
in  and  found  traces  of  previous  interference  with  the  drainage 
system  it  has  been  necessary  to  carry  out  much  more  extensive 
repairs  than  would  have  been  previously  necessary.  The  drainage 
system  of  a  house  is  a  most  important  feature  and  requires  skilled 
attention  and  maintenance. 

It  was  significant  that  of  the  complaints  received  during  the 
year  a  number  concerned  insufficient  or  defective  water  supply  to 
dwellinghouses.  It  would  seem  that  in  many  of  the  houses  in  the 
Borough  the  water  supply  pipe  has  been  laid  some  40  or  50  years 
ago  during  the  rapid  growth  of  the  area  and  being  of  lead  has 
become  furred  up  during  the  passing  of  the  years.  This  has 
restricted  the  water  supply  to  such  a  degree  as  to  make  it 
insufficient  for  the  domestic  needs  of  the  occupants.  Furthermore, 
in  many  cases  the  water  supply  is  provided  by  a  joint  lead  service 
pipe  to  several  houses,  an  arrangement  which  could  hardly  be  con¬ 
sidered  suitable  under  modern  conditions.  It  is  the  intention  of  the 
department  wherever  possible  to  secure  the  relaying  or  renewal  of 
service  pipes  so  as  to  provide  one  service  pipe  for  a  maximum  of 
two  houses.  This,  of  course,  is  not  always  possible  in  practice. 
Before  notices  are  served  on  owners  for  the  renewal  of  the  service 
pipe  it  is  the  general  practice  to  check  the  supply  and  pressure  in 
the  public  mains  and  so  far  it  has  been  proved  that  an  ample  supply 
of  water  exists  in  the  mains  and  in  all  cases  the  fault  lies  in  the 
service  pipes. 

During  the  year  I  was  instructed  by  the  Council  to  prepare 
a  report  on  the  sanitary  accommodation  and  washing  facilities 
provided  in  the  schools  in  the  Borough.  The  report  showed  that  in 
many  of  the  schools  the  sanitary  accommodation  and  washing 
facilities  were  not  up  to  the  standard  required  by  the  Ministry  of 
Education.  The  Committe  considered  the  report  in  detail  and  for¬ 
warded  it  to  the  West  Riding  County  Council  for  their  attention. 

The  committee  continued  its  policy  of  providing  a  substanial 
grant  towards  the  cost  of  converting  privy  middens  and  waste  water 
closets  in  the  Borough  and  two  privies  were  converted  to  water

closets  accortlingly.  In  cases  where  privy  middens  exist  and  no 
satisfactory  draining  facilities  are  available  it  has  been  the  policy 
to  obtain  the  replacement  of  the  privy  midden  by  pail  closets  and 
dustbins.  This  has  materially  eased  the  collection  problem  and  a 
weekly  collection  of  pail  closets  is  instituted. 

376  dustbins  were  provided  to  householders  in  the  Borough 
including  Corporation  properties.  The  service  afforded  by  the 
Corporation  whereby  a  householder  can  purchase  a  dustbin  of 
British  Standard  Specification  at  a  very  nominal  cost  is  well  appre- 
cited  and  can  be  considered  an  essential  public  health  measure. 

As  reported  previously  1  am  not  satisfied  with  the  conditions 
under  which  pigs  are  kept  in  the  Borough.  Many  of  the  buildings 
used  for  this  purpose  are  dilapidated  and  some  piggeries  are  with¬ 
out  satisfactory  drainage,  water  supply  and  storage  facilities  for 
manure.  Due  to  circumstances  it  has  not  been  possible  to  give 
attention  to  this  matter  as  one  w^ould  have  liked  and  it  may  be 
that  the  provision  of  additional  powers  such  as  are  contained  in 
byelaws  might  be  useful  in  dealing  with  this  problem. 

The  routine  and  systemic  inspection  of  the  district  and  the 
taking  of  immediate  action  to  suppress  nuisances  is  an  important 
function  of  the  public  health  inspector.  The  work  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  is  normally  kept  out  of  the  public  mind  and  attention  is  only 
riveted  on  the  public  health  services  when  the  public  is  materially 
affected,  such  as  when  refuse  is  not  removed  regularly  or  when 
there  is  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  or  infectious  disease. 

FOOD  HYGIENE 

Tt  is  most  encouraging  to  those  engaged  in  the  public  health 
services  to  know  that  public  opinion  is  being  expressed  more  and 
more  in  the  cartse  of  food  hygiene.  Public  health  officers  have 
for  years  been  patiently  and  gradually  securing  much  needed 
improvements  in  food  preparation  premises  and  in  shops  where 
food  is  sold  and  stored  and  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  food  in 
the  open  air.  The  new  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  place  a  very 
important  responsibility  on  the  Council  and  particular  attention 
has  been  focussed  on  this  work  by  my  department. 

I  reiterate  my  statement  in  previous  reports  when  I  say  that 
food  hygiene  is  essentially  a  personal  matter.  Food  producers  and 
shop  keepers  can  provide  the  most  up-to-date  and  hygienic  apnli- 
ances  and  fitments  in  connection  with  their  trade  or  business,  but 
in  the  end  the  responsibility  for  ensuring  that  the  public  are  pro¬ 
vided  with  a  clean  and  wholesome  food  rests  with  the  shop  assistant 
or  food  handler.  T  believe  that  the  institution  of  classes  or 
courses,  possibly  in  the  evenings,  for  shop  assistants  and  food 
handlers  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  themselves  and  the  general 
public.  T  might  add  that  I  consider  there  is  a  great  improvement 
in  the  general  conditions  appertaining  at  food  shops  over  the  last 
few  years.  In  many  of  the  shops,  open  food  is  kept  under  cover 
and  not  as  formerly  on  the  counter  and  in  the  window  and  modern 
methods  of  refrigeration  must  go  a  great  way  towards  the  pre- 
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vention  of  contamination.  Food  traders  in  general  in  the  Borough 
maintain  a  good  standard  and  I  am  most  satisfied  with  the  co¬ 
operation  which  is  being  afforded  the  department  by  tradespeople 
in  securing  conformity  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

The  registration  of  food  hawkers  in  accordance  with  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act,  1951  created  some 
problems  in  regard  to  securing  satisfactory  conditions  on  vehicles 
to  comply  with  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  the  Byelaws  as  to  the 
Sale  of  Food  in  the  Open  Air,  and,  of  course,  to  prevent  contamina¬ 
tion.  This  particularly  applies  where  such  commodities  as  wet  fish 
are  sold  from  vehicles. 

I  am  concerned  about  the  sale  of  foodstuffs  from  stalls  in  the 
Market  Place,  and  the  sale  of  food  stuffs  whether  open  or  wrapped, 
should  be  prohibited  until  washing  facilities,  a  supply  of  hot  water 
and  adequate  sanitary  accommodation  is  provided  for  the  stall 
holders. 

A  close  watch  was  maintained  on  the  sale  and  distribution  of 
milk  in  the  Borough  and  some  33  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  Fortunately,  the  prob¬ 
lems  of  contamination  arising  from  the  delivery  of  milk  in  cans 
does  not  now  arise  as  all  milk  must  now  be  bottled,  that  is  so  far  as 
the  general  public  is  concerned. 

One  slaughterhouse  is  in  use  in  the  Borough  and  all  carcases 
were  inspected  by  a  member  of  the  Staff*.  Some  2241bs.  of  meat  was 
condemned  in  this  connection.  I  would  also  refer  you  to  the  general 
food  inspection  duties  of  the  department  which  involved  the  certi¬ 
fication  of  888  lb.  of  foodstuffs  as  being  unfit  for  human 
consumption. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

The  Clean  Air  Act,  1957  which  was  put  on  the  Statute  Book 
during  the  year,  is  designed  to  make  provision  for  the  abating  of 
the  pollution  of  the  air  and  makes  important  changes  in  the  law 
relating  to  atmospheric  pollution.  The  Act  prohibits  the  emission 
of  dark  smoke  from  a  chimney  of  any  building  so  that  domestic 
chimneys  as  well  as  industrial  chimneys  are  included  in  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Act.  The  effects  of  the  Act  are  bound  to  be  far 
reaching  in  their  implications  but  I  think  that  a  policy  will  have 
to  be  adopted  whereby  its  provisions  are  gradualh"  brought  into 
effect. 

The  Council  have  to  consider  at  a  later  stage  provision  of 
smokeless  zones  and  the  adequate  measuring  of  atmospheric  pollu¬ 
tion  in  the  Borough.  I  would  like  to  see  all  new  Council  houses 
provided  with  smokeless  grates  and  1  ho])e  eventually  that  the 
Council  might  decide  to  convert  all  its  properties  to  provide  smoke 
reducing  appliances.  There  is  little  doubt  that  the  burning  of  raw 
coal  is  an  expensive  luxury  and  one  which  the  country  cannot  afford. 
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The  problem  of  atmospheric  pollution  has  been  reported  on  by 
me  in  several  previous  annual  reports  and  its  effect  on  public 
health  is  considerable.  1  am  satisfied  that  the  countr}"  can  be 
provided  with  clean  air  just  as  it  is  provided  with  clean  food  and 
clean  water  providing  public  opinion  supports  the  efforts  of  local 
authorities  and  the  local  authorities  in  their  turn  deal  with  the 
problem  with  drive  and  determination. 

It  was  necessary  to  report  during  the  year  several  offences  by 
industrial  concerns  and  statutory  action  had  to  be  taken  in  one  case 
to  secure  compliance. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

This  is  a  service  to  the  general  public  Avhich  goes  on  day  by 
day,  perhaps  unnoticed,  but  vital  to  the  health  of  the  communitv. 
As  stated  in  my  preamble  to  this  report  1  am  satisfield  that  the 
public  are  provided  with  a  good  service  although  expansion  in  view 
of  the  extensive  building  which  has  taken  place  in  the  Borough  is 
a  necessity.  During  the  year  an  additional  vehicle  was  ordered 
which  will  be  put  into  service  in  the  Calverley  area. 

The  problems  of  the  disposal  of  refuse  were  to  a  great  extent 
solved  by  the  use  of  mechanical  equipment  on  the  tip.  The  two 
tips  in  use  are  situate  at  Woodhall  Hills  and  Smalewell  Quarries 
and  in  both  cases  controlled  tipping  is  exercised.  It  was  possible 
by  the  use  of  the  bulldozer  to  obtain  unlimited  covering  material 
from  the  rotted  down  refuse  on  the  tip  and  this  enabled  all  refuse 
to  be  properly  covered  and  consolidated. 

The  department  still  continued  to  collect  trade  refuse  from 
shops  and  other  establishments  as  a  free  service.  There  is  little 
doubt  that  in  this  connection  the  Department  obtains  an  excellent 
revenue  from  the  sales  of  waste  paper  produced  at  such  premises. 

Some  difficulties  were  met  with  during  the  year  in  connection 
with  the  removal  of  refuse  from  the  new  shops  in  the  Market  Place 
and  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  no  proper  store  had  been  provided. 

Each  man  employed  in  the  department  was  provided  with  pro¬ 
tective  clothing  consisting  of  two  pairs  of  overalls  and  gloves.  As 
previously  referred  to,  difficulties  were  experienced  in  recruiting 
satisfactory  and  suitable  labour  for  this  work,  and  it  is  noteworthy 
that  in  these  days  of  full  employment  the  provision  of  a  super¬ 
annuation  scheme  appears  to  have  little  attraction  to  new  recruits. 

SALVAGE  SCHEME 

During  the  year  the  department  collected  some  488  tons  of 
materials  which  were  resold  to  industry.  This  amount  of  salvage 
brought  in  a  sum  of  £3,548,  equivalent  to  a  3Jd.  rate.  The  results 
i  can  be  considered  highly  satisfactory  as  separation  of  salvage  from 
I  domestic  refuse  must  take  place  at  the  collecting  source.  T  very 
much  appreciate  the  co-operation  of  trades  people  in  the  district  for 
the  amount  of  salvage  which  is  recovered  from  such  premises.  T 
I  do  think,  however,  that  better  results  could  be  obtained  from  house- 
I  holders  as  it  is  by  no  means  a  common  practice  for  a  householder 
to  keep  separate  waste  paper  and  other  forms  of  salvage  for  collec¬ 
tion. 
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In  order  to  act  as  an  incentive  towards  waste  paper  collection 
the  workmen  receive  a  bonus  based  on  the  amount  of  paper  sold. 
All  waste  paper  recovered  is  baled  at  the  depot  in  Greenside  by 
means  of  two  electric  baling-  machines. 

A  total  of  19  tons  of  metals,  including  tins,  recovered  from  the 
tips  were  sold  to  industry  and  yielded  £126.  The  amount  of  rags 
found  in  refuse  today  is  negligible  and  is  unaccountable,  as  in 
previous  years  reasonably  large  quantities  of  rags  were  collected 
by  the  department. 

Quoting  a  national  figure  it  might  be  of  interest  to  note  that 
in  the  annual  report  of  the  Waste  Paper  Recovery  Association  it 
shows  that  1,091,744  tons  of  waste  paper  were  collected  by  local 
authorities  during  the  year.  This  is.  without  doubt,  a  most  valuable 
contribution  to  industry. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

I  would  stress  again  the  need  for  additional  public  conveniences 
in  the  Borough.  Many  of  the  outlying  areas  are  not  provided  with 
accommodation  either  for  males  or  females. 

Regular  maintenance  and  cleansing  of  the  public  conveniences 
vested  in  the  Health  Committee  was  carried  out.  During  the  year 
a  new  public  convenience  in  the  Market  Place  was  put  into  use 
and  the  old  block  adjacent  to  the  Fire  Station  was  demolished. 

It  is  regrettable  that  wanton  damage  is  done  to  such  facilities 
which  are  provided  for  the  general  public.  Pilfering  of  piping, 
chains,  marking  of  walls  and  general  vandalism  was  a  feature  of 
public  misuse  of  their  own  property  and  was  responsible  for  cost¬ 
ing  the  local  authority  a  considerable  amount  of  unnecessary 
expense. 

PETROLEUM  ACTS  AND  REGULATIONS 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  West  Riding  County  Fire  Service 
it  was  possible  to  inspect  all  installations  where  licences  had  been 
issued  by  this  authority,  and  all  such  installations  were  brought  up 
to  standard. 

During  the  year  the  Committee  gave  consideration  to  a  new 
code  of  structural  and  licensing  conditions  for  can  stores,  filling 
stations,  basement  garages,  etc.  as  recommended  by  the  Home 
Office.  By  active  co-operation  with  the  West  Riding  County  Fire 
Service,  who  are  the  licensing  authority  for  a  large  portion  of  the 
County  area,  it  was  possible  to  produce  conditions  which  would 
apply  in  most  parts  of  the  county  area  and  thus  this  authority 
could  obtain  uniformity  in  licensing  conditions  with  surrounding 
areas. 

FACTORIES  ACT 

The  total  number  of  factories  on  the  register  is  215,  of  which 
159  are  provided  with  mechanical  power.  The  department  is  res¬ 
ponsible  for  the  inspection  of  all  factories  in  the  Borough  regard¬ 
ing  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  and  also  in  regard  to  sanitary 
accommodation.  In  addition  a  further  responsibility  of  the  depart- 
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ment  applies  in  factories  which  are  not  provided  with  mechanical 
power.  In  those  cases  the  local  authority  is  responsible  for  secur¬ 
ing  compliance  in  full  with  the  provisions  of  the  Factories  Act. 
These  include  lighting,  ventilation,  drainage,  washing  accommoda¬ 
tion,  sanitary  accommodation,  etc. 

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS 

During  the  year  the  Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Foods)  Order 
1957  came  into  operation.  This  transferred  the  responsibility  for 
the  licensing  of  boiling  plants  of  waste  food  from  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  to  the  local  authority.  Several 
licences  were  issued  to  approved  users  of  boiling  plant  in  this 
connection. 

A  case  of  anthrax  occurred  at  Stone  Stile  Farm,  Thornbury  in 
June.  This  caused  the  department  some  concern,  particularly  in 
connection  with  human  contacts. 

In  July  a  joint  investigation  with  the  West  Riding  County 
Folice  showed  that  some  pig  carcases  had  been  left  unburied  for 
several  months  in  a  field  off  Valley  Road.  This  resulted  in  the 
owner  of  the  animals  being  prosecuted  in  the  local  Court. 

OTHER  DUTIES 

The  department  was  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the 
Shops  Acts,  and  the  many  Orders  and  Regulations  made  in  this 
connection.  Due  to  staff  shortage  is  was  impossible  to  carry  out 
the  work  as  thoroughly  as  one  would  have  wjshed,  particularly  in 
regard  to  closing  hpurs  and  weekly  half  holiday  orders.  I  would 
draw  the  Council’s  attention  once  again  to  the  administrative  diffi¬ 
culties  which  occur  due  to  the  different  weekly  half  holidays  being 
in  force  in  different  parts  of  the  district  and  it  would  appear  that 
in  the  near  future  some  uniformity  should  be  made  throughout  the 
Borough. 

Other  duties  which  the  department  carried  out  include  the» 
administration  of  the  Pet  Animals  Act,  1951,  the  Slaughter  of 
Animals  Act  and  the  Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act, 
1951.  The  public  health  inspectors  in  the  department  were  autho¬ 
rised  sampling  officers  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  staff  of  the  section  varied  in  numbers  and  difficulties  have 
been  experienced  in  obtaining  suitable  labour.  The  staff  is  normally 
made  up' of  one  General  Foreman,  one  Assistant  Foreman,  four 
chargehands,  six  drivers,  eleven  dustmen,  two  salvage  workers  and 
one  tipman. 

The  number  of  vehicles  comprises  two  Karrier  “Gamecock” 
and  three  C.K.  3  collectors  (10  cubic  yards  capacity),  one  Karrier 
Bantam  (7  cubic  yards  capacity),  one  Commer  Van  and  one  Ford- 
son  Major  tractor. 

During  the  year  497,658  dustbins  and  4.558  privy  middens  and 
pail  closets  were  emptied  at  a  total  cost  of  approximately  £11,500. 

The  department  was  responsible  for  collecting  refuse  from 
11,775  dwellinghouses  and  800  other  premises,  making  a  grand  total 
of  12,575  premises  approximately. 

In  connection  therewith  refuse  is  removed  from  12.373  dust¬ 
bins  and  102  privy  middens,  cesspools  and  pailclosets. 


SALVAGE  SCHEME 

The  total  amount  of  salvage  collected  in  the  year  1957  realised 
the  sum  of  £3.548. 

Since  salvage  work  commenced  in  the  Borough  in  Tulv.  1940 
the  total  amount  collected  is  7.534  tons,  valued  at  £41.681

The  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor  has  furnished  me  with

Sewer  extensions  made  during  the  year  were :  Rockwood 
Road  estate,  468  yards ;  Chatsworth  Road,  100  yards ;  Hillfoot 
estate,  52  yards;  Grove  Road,  118  yards. 

Extensions  have  been  carried  out  at  Houghside  Works  to 
provide  for  recirculation  of  final  effluent.  The  work  has 
involved  the  erection  of  a  pumphouse  and  a  new  9  ins.  pressure 
main  from  here  to  the  filter  distribution  chamber.  Recircula¬ 
tion  has  been  successfully  operated  since  August. 

A  new  7ins.  rising  main  800  yards  in  length  has  also  been  laid 
from  Troydale  Pumping  Station  to  Houghside  Works. 

A  reconstruction  scheme  is  in  course  of  preparation  for  Smale- 
well  Sewage  Works.

GENERAL  PUBLIC  HEALTH  WORK 

During  the  year  357  nuisances  were  dealt  with  as  compared 
to  252  in  1956.  The  number  of  complaints  made  to  the  department 
was  502.  Visits  made  by  the  Inspectorial  staff  cover  a  wide  field  as 
shown  in  the  statistics. 

Amongst  the  visits  were : — 

74  primary  visits  to  inspect  drainage  work, 

84  visits  to  test  drains. 

Tests  include  the  hydraulic,  colour  and  chemical  tests. 

99  visits  were  made  to  supervise  the  refuse  collection  service. 
11  visits  to  investigate  infectious  diseases  were  made,  and  7 
premises  were  disinfected  in  connection  therewith. 

281  visits  were  made  to  applicants  for  Council  houses  who 
pleaded  overcrowding  or  living  in  insanitar}^  conditions. 

Frequent  sampling  of  water  supplies  was  undertaken,  parti¬

You  will  note  that  a  total  of  98  disinfestations  were  carried 
out  at  domestic  premises.  409  visits  and  revisits  were  made  by 
public  health  inspectors  in  respect  of  101  complaints  of  rat  and 
mouse  infestation.  16  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the 
treatment  of  public  sewers. 

I  am  satisfied  that  the  incidence  of  infestation  in  the  Borough 
remains  at  a  comparatively  low  level.

3.  Institutional  Confinements 

All  applications  for  Regional  Hospital  Board  maternity 
accommodation  for  expectant  mothers  in  this  Division  are  made 
by  the  ante-natal  clinic  or  the  patient’s  own  doctor,  to  the  Ilkley 
and  Otley  Hospital  Management  Committee,  and  accommodation 
is  booked  in  one  or  other  of  the  following  maternity  homes  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  wishes  of  the  patient : — 

Four  Gables  Maternity  Home,  Horsforth  ...  20  beds 

The  General  HospjtaL  Otley  . 22  beds 

St.  Winifred’s  Maternity  Home,  Ilkley .  12  beds 

At  each  of  these  units  it  is  possible  for  the  patient’s  own 
doctor  to  attend  the  confinement  if  desired. 

Prior  notice  of  the  discharge  of  maternity  cases  from  the 
Maternity  Unit  under  the  control  of  the  Ilkley  and  Otley  Hospital 
Management  Committee  is  sent  direct  to  the  Divisional  Public 
Health  Office,  thus  enabling  immediate  follow  up  by  the  midwife 
or  the  health  visitor,  as  appropriate,  to  be  arranged. 

4.  Ante- Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clqiics 

Prior  to  the  inception  of  the  National  Health  Service  ante¬ 
natal  care  was  mainly  provided  at  the  ante-natal  clinics  of 
local  authorities.  Now  an  increasing  number  of  general  practi¬ 
tioners  are  providing  ante-natal  care  for  their  booked  patients 
under  the  Materijity  Medical  Service  of  the  National  Health  Ser¬ 
vice  Act  and  more  women  are  seeking  a  bed  in  hospital.  Because 
of  these  factors  there  is  a  marked  reduction  in  attendances  at  some 
of  the  clinics.

5.  Ante- Natal  Relaxation  Exercise  Oinics 

These  clinics,  by  teaching  the  mother  the  functions  of  labour 
pains  and  the  course  of  labour,  by  teaching  her  relaxation)  and  pre¬ 
paring  her  for  labour  by  a  course  of  ante-natal  exercises,  can  do 
much  to  help  her  to  approach  her  confinement  with  understanding 
and  confidence. 

It  has  still  not  yet  been  found  possible  to  re- commence 
relaxation  sessions  at  the  Pudsey  Clinic.  Pudsey  patients  attend,  if 
they  desire,  at  Parsley  or  Calve rley  Clinic.

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6.  Dental  Treatment  for  Expectant  Mathers 

Facilities  are  available  for  expectant  and  nursing^  mothers  to 
receive  priority  dental  treatment  through  the  County  Council’s 
Scheme  either  at  the  County’s  Dental  Clinic.  Richardshaw  Lane, 
Pudsey,  or  from  their  own  dentist.  The  services  of  a  private  dental 
practitioner  can,  however,  only  be  utilised  under  the  scheme  when 
it  is  not  reasonable  to  expect  the  patient  to  attend  a  County  Dental 
Clinic.  Under  the  scheme  all  treatment,  including  the  provision  of 
dentures,  is  entirely  free.  Dental  treatment  for  nursing  mothers 
under  the  County  Scheme  extends  up  to  12  months  after  con¬ 
finement.

INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES  —  1957 
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SL  Premature  Infants 

Special  equipment  for  use  in  the  nursing-  of  premature 
babies  at  home  is  stationed  at  the  Pudsey  Ambulance  Depot  from 
which  it  can  be  delivered  to  the  home  at  any  time,  day  or  night,  at 
the  request  of  a  doctor  or  midwife.  Nurse  Gibson  has  attended  a 
special  course  of  instruction  in  the  care  of  premature  babies  at 
the  Sorrento  Maternity  Home,  Birmingham,  and  arrangements 
have  been  made  for  her  to  be  notified  of  all  premature  births  in 
order  that  she  can  advise  and  assist  the  domiciliary  midwives  as  to 
their  care. 

Provision  is  made  on  the  notification  of  birth  card  for  the 
birth  weight  of  the  infant  to  be  stated,  and  if  it  is  S^lbs.  or  less 
the  infant  is  considered  to  be  premature. 

There  were  80  premature  babies  born  alive  during  the  year, 
of  which  54  survived  over  28  days,  giving  a  survival  rate  of  66  per 
cent,  for  the  Division  as  compared  with  80  per  cent,  in  1956.

3.  Care  of  the  Untnarried  Mother  and  her  Child. 

The  Health  Visitors  visit  all  unmarried  mothers  and  their 
children  who  come  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department  to  give 
any  necessary  help  and  advice.  Effective  co-operation  exists  be¬ 
tween  the  Divisional  Public  Health  Office  and  the  various  statutory 
and  voluntary  bodies  who  may  be  concerned  in  dealing  with  the 
many  social  problems  which  these  cases  frequently  present. 

The  County  Council  accept  financial  responsibility  within 
prescribed  limits  for  unmarried  mothers  admitted  to  Homes  for 
unmarried  mothers.  One  mother  and  her  baby  who  was  resident 
in  the  Division  was  admitted  to  a  Home  during  the  year  under 
these  arrangements.

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HEALTH  VISITING 

Prior  to  1946  the  health  visitor  was  concerned  mainly  with 
the  welfare  of  mothers  and  young  children  under  five  years,  and 
although  this  still  continues  to  be  an  important  part  of  her  work, 
she  is  now  also  concerned,  as  health  teacher  and  family  adviser, 
with  the  promotion  of  health  within  the  whole  family.  This  exten¬ 
sion  of  her  work  is  reflected  in  the  number  of  other  visits  made  by 
the  health  visitors, 

During  the  year  practical  work  was  arranged  in  the  Division 
for  health  visitor  students,  who  were  taking  the  course  of  training, 
arranged  jointly  by  the  County  Council  and  the  University  of  Leeds, 
for  the  Health  Visitors'  Certificate. 

Details  of  the  Health  Visitors’  work  are  given  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  table  ‘ — 
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HOME  NURSING 

The  work  undertaken  by  the  Home  Nursing  Service  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  very  heavy.  The  Service  has,  however,  by  enabling 
more  patients  to  be  nursed  at  home  and  by  making  possible  the 
early  discharge  of  patients  from  hospitals,  fulfilled  an  urgent  need 
by  relieving  the  pressure  on  hospital  accommodation. 

The  number  of  cas^  attended  during  the  year  in  the  Division 
shows  a  decrease  of  49  on  the  previous  year,  and  57  per  cent,  of 
the  cases  were  aged  65  or  over. 

The  practice  continues  for  increasing  use  to  be  made  of  the 
home  nurses  by  general  practitioners  for  the  giving  of  injections, 
and  12,040  visits  were  made  by  the  nurses  for  this  purpose  only, 
an  increase  of  nearly  7  per  cent,  on  the  previous  year. 

Very  close  and  effective  liaison  is  maintained  with  general 
practitioners  and  the  various  hospitals  in  relation  to  this  service. 

Each  nurse  has  under  her  care  articles  of  equipment  for  loan 
to  patients  who  are  being  nursed  at  home.  Large  articles  of  equip¬ 
ment  such  as  wheel  chairs,  etc.,  are  stored  at  the  Divisional  Public 
Health  Office,  and  are  available' for  loan  to  patients  as  required.

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

Miss  E.  Buck,  one  of  the  County  Council’s  Mental  Health 
Social  Workers,  undertakes  duties  in  connection  with  the  super¬ 
vision  and  training  of  mentally  defective  persons  in  the  Division, 
who  are  under  statutor}^  supervision,  guardianship  or  on  licence 
from  Institutions.  She  is  also  concerned  with  the  after-care  of 
persons  discharged  from  Mental  Hospitals  and  is  now  working  in 
co-operation  with  the  Social  Therapists  at  Scalebor  Park  Hospital 
in  regard  to  the  after-care  of  patients  discharged  from  that  hospital. 
Mental  health  care  and  after-care  cases  are  sometimes  referred  by 
general  medical  practitioners  and  by  the  National  Assistance  Board. 

The  local  Ministry  of  Labour  officials  and  Youth  Employ¬ 
ment  officers  have  been  helpful  with  regard  to  the  employment 
problems  of  mentally  ill  or  defective  persons. 

The  interchange  of  information  between  Health  Visitors  and 
the  Mental  Health  Social  Worker  has  proved  to  be  very  useful, 
while  close  co-operation  with  the  Duly  Authorised  Officer  has  been 
of  mutual  advantage  in  cases  where  action  under  the  Lunacy  and 
Mental  Treatment  Acts  was  necessary. 

Mrs.  Rooks,  Home  Teacher,  undertakes  the  training  of 
defectives  in  their  own  homes. 

Arrangements  were  in  operation  up  to  November,  1957,  with 
the  Leeds  Mental  Plealth  Service  for  children  who  had  been  reported 
to  the  Local  Health  Authority  as  ineducable,  and  who  are  living  at 
home,  to  attend  Occupation  Centres  in  Leeds.  The  majority  of  the 
cases  attended  the  West  Leeds  Centre,  Armly  Grange,  Stanningley 
Road,  Leeds.  Free  transport  was  provided  to  and  from  the  Centres. 
Six  children  continued  to  attend  the  North  Leeds  Centre,  but  on 
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11th  November,  1957,  the  Occupation  Centre  in  Sunnybank  Avenue, 
Horsforth,  opened  with  six  children  from  the  immediate  vicinity ; 
others  followed  in  subsequent  weeks  and  by  mid-December  26 
children  were  on  the  register.  They  come  from  all  parts  of  the 
Division.

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VACCINATION  AGAINST  POLIOMYELITIS 


Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  introduced  for  the  first 
time  in  1956.  The  Ministry  of  Health  made  vaccine  available  to 
Local  Health  Authorities  for  the  vaccination  of  children  born  in 
the  years  1943-1957  inclusive.  3,724  children  were  registered  for 
vaccination,  approximately  29  per  cent,  of  the  estimated  number 
of  children  born  in  those  years.  This  was,  I  think  a  satisfactory 
response  to  an  entirely  new  protective  measure.  Vaccination  con¬ 
sists  of  two  injections  at  a  minimum  of  a  three  week  interval.  The 
supply  of  vaccine  was  limited  and  only  2,140  received  their  two 
injections  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
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TUBERCULOSIS 

Miss  M.  W.  Pease,  Tuberculosis  Visitor,  devotes  her 
whole  time  to  the  visiting  of  tuberculosis  patients  in  the 
Division.  She  also  attends  the  chest  clinics  serving  the 
Division  and  thereby  provides  a  valuable  link  between 
the  clinics  and  the  care  and  after-care  service  of  the  Local  Health 
Authority. 

There  has  been  co-operation  between  the  Chest  Physicians 
and  the  Health  Department.  Under  the  agreement  reached  between 
the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  County  Council  the 
Chest  Physicians  employed  full-time  by  the  Board  undertake  on 
behalf  of  the  County  Council  certain  specified  duties  in  relation  to 
the  care,  after-care  and  prevention  of  tuberculosis. 

63  tuberculous  patients  were  receiving  free  extra  nourish¬ 
ment  at  the  end  of  the  year.

37  contacts  of  known  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  the  Division 
were  vaccinated  by  the  Chest  Physicians  on  behalf  of  the  County 
Council  during  the  year. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination^ — 13  year  old  school  children 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  continues  to  be  available  to  the  13  year 
old  school  children  so  that  these  may  be  given  opportunity  of 
immunisation  against  tuberculosis  before  they  leave  school  and 
come  into  contact  with  the  mass  of  the  general  public.

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YOUTH  EMPLOYMENT  SERVICE 

Very  close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Youth 
Employment  Officers  regarding  children  leaving  school  who  are 
medically  unfit  to  follow  certain  types  of  occupation.
